accept the petition and anawer it favoarnbly. 

The Russians in Bulgaria deny all complicity 
in the soiznre and deposition of Prince Alexan- 
der, but have advised nicderation in “the trest-, 
mont of those who were implicated, in. order to 
maintain: qaiet and prevent discontent from, 
spreading.

barracks. Tho soldiers rovolted, broke down 
the partition wall that separated them from the 
quorters occupied by the cavalry and intor.

ments, a number of whom joined in tha revoln- 
tion, The officers of all three regiments did all 
in their power to dissuade the men from re- 
,volting, but 300 soldiors, after boating « number, 
of officers and wounding three, deserted tho, 
barracks and marched ‘in two bodies through 
the town. One body went to the Pradro, the 
principal park and promenade of Madrid. Two 
thonsand troops were qaartered.in the Pradro 
at tho timo, and tho: rovolutionists expsctad to 
bo joimed by them. ‘The other body went 
hurrahing thronfh tha contre of Modrid, calling 
on the people to join in the revolution, crying, 
“Live the Republic!” aud making ull kinds of 
threats against the monarchy. At this time the 
thoatres and othor placos of amusomont wore 
crowded. The populace were taken by surprise. 
In most of the public -placer the people flocked 
in a panic and all antertainments ware abrupth 
termiusted.
